He  then  found 
how  long  the  growth  took  and  worked  out 
the  time  interval  required. 


PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 

Teats  for  Liverpool. — The  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  stated  on  May  17  that 
he  had  arranged  for  additional  supplies  of 
teats  to  be  sent  to  Liverpool. 

Heparin.  Mr.  R.  Morgan  asked  the 
Minister  of  Health  on  May  31  to  what  extent 
use  was  being  made  in  this  country  of  the 
Canadian-discovered  drug  heparin.  Mr. 
Willink :  I  have  no  information  as  to  the 
exact  extent  of  the  use  of  heparin  in  this 
country,  but  it  is  a  substance  with  which 
the  medical  profession  is  familiar,  and  I 
understand  that  its  use  is  growing. 

Imports  of  Oils  and  Fats.  Mr.  Driberg 
asked  the  Minister  of  Food  on  May  30  how 
soon  he  expected  to  be  able  to  import  some 
quantity  of  olive  oil  from  Italy,  or  soya, 
peanut  or  other  oil  from  elsewhere.  The 
Minister  of  Food  (Colonel  Lie  well  in),  in 
reply,  regretted  that  there  was  no  prospect 
of  obtaining  additional  supplies  of  such  im- 
ported edible  oils  and  fats  during  the  next 
few  months. 

Quinine  Supplies  in  India. — Mr.  Sorensen 
asked  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  on 
May  31  the  mortality  rates  for  malaria  in 
India  during  the  past  ten  years :  to  what 
extent  this  was  attributable  to  the  short- 
age of  quinine ;  and  what  percentage  of  the 
244,000  lb.  of  quinine  in  stock  in  April  was 
available  for  civilian  consumption.  The 
Secretary  of  State  for  India  (Mr.  Amery) 
said,  in  reply,  that  it  was  not  possible  to 
give  reliable  figures  of  deaths  in  India 
specifically  attributable  to  malaria,  nor  to 
estimate  to  what  extent  they  might  have 
been  reduced  by  greater  use  of  quinine. 
The  supply  of  quinine  until  the  Japanese 
occupation  of  Java  was,  broadly,  equal  to 
the  demand,  and  supplies  of  synthetic  sub- 
stitutes had  for  some  time  been  reaching 
India  in  substantial  quantities.  Of  the 
244,000  lb.  of  quinine  in  stock  in  April, 
1944,  200,000  lb.  was  available  for  civilian 
consumption. 
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PURCHASE  TAX  ORDER  DEBATED 


The  Purchase  Tax  (Suspension  of  Registra- 
tion Limit)  Order,  1945,  which  came  before 
the  House  of  Commons  on  June  1,  received 
such  opposition  from  Members  that  it  was 
decided  to  hold  it  over  for  further  considera- 
tion. Moving  approval  of  the  Order,  the 
Financial  Secretary  to  the  Treasury  (Mr. 
Peake)  said  the  sole  defence  that  could  be 
put  forward  for  the  exemption  was  that  it 
had  certain  administrative  conveniences, 
but  it  operated  unfairly  between  the  man 
whose  annual  turnover  was  less  than 
£500  and  the  man  whose  annual  turnover 
was  ^500  or  more. 

Chemists'  Position  Propounded 

Mr.  Turton  (Thirsk  and  Malton)  said 
he  hoped  the  Financial  Secretary  would 
reconsider  the  Order.  The  people  had  got 
to  a  stage  in  the  war  when  they  hoped 
there  would  be  a  relaxation  of  burdens, 
but  one  effect  of  the  Order  would  be  that 
certain  business  men  now  believed  that  the 
purchase  tax  was  on  for  ever.  Mr.  Turton 
described  the  position  of  pharmacists, 
emphasising  the  effect  of  the  Order  on 
small  chemists  who  had  contracted  to 
supply  drugs  to  local  doctors  for  use  in 
their  practices.  They  had  made  up  drugs, 
not  for  any  particular  patient,  but  in 
order  that  a  doctor  might  use  them  when 
he  was  precribing  for  his  patients.  He  was 
sure  no  one  wanted  to  force  chemists  to 
give  up  the  business  of  making-up  drugs 
for  local  doctors,  or  to  become  registered. 
Unfortunately,  however,  the  definition  of 
a  manufacturer  made  it  clear  that  the 
only  exemption  was  for  making-up  drugs 
for  a  particular  patient.  He  hoped  the 
Financial  Secretary  would  give  an  under- 
taking that,  in  the  Finance  Bill  that  they 
would  be  discussing  later,  he  would  make 
provision  to  secure  that  small  bona-fide 
businesses  would  be  excluded  from  the 
operation  of  the  Purchase  Tax  Order,  as 
amended  by  the  proposed  new  Order, 
about  which  he  was  suspicious.  Who  had 
suggested  to  the  Treasury  that  that  Order 
was  necessarv  ?  It  would  affect  small  busi- 
nesses of. every  nature,  not  only  chemists'. 

Sir  Herbert  Williams  (Croydon,  South) 
moved  that  the  debate  should  be  adjourned 
to  give  the  Government  time  to  consider 
whether  they  should  pursue  the  Order  in 
its  present  form  or  not. 

Mr.  Linstead  (Putney)  felt  that  the 
House  had  not  fully  understood  all  the 
implications  of  a  very  simple-seeming 
Order.

realism.  Mr.  Challinor  pertinently  asked 
what  there  was  to  prevent  enterprising 
youths  from  purchasing  different  materials 
for  their  experiments  from  different  shops. 
He  mentioned  chemists  in  this  connexion  : 
we  may  be  certain,  however,  that  these 
young  adventurers  would  not  necessarily 
confine  their  inquiries  to  any  one  class  of 
shop.  Does  the  Council  of  the  Society 
contemplate  ordering  the  display  of  a 
placard  on  the  subject  in  every  pharmacy? 
If  so,  how  should  it  be  worded?  "No 
Chemicals"  would  look  odd  in  a  chemist's 
shop;  and  "No  Explosives"  would  call  for 
elucidation. 

Pharmacy's  Relation  to  Medicine 

Replying  to  questions  at  the  recent  con- 
ference of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Stu- 
dents' Association  (p.  566),  Professor  Berry 
made  some  points  worth  remembering. 
Pharmacists,  he  said,  need  a  knowledge  of 
therapeutics;  and,  he  added,  "Pharmacy 
should  be  within  the  faculty  of  medicine 
within  a  university,  but  the  two  schools 
should  be  separate."  The  addition  of 
therapeutics  to  the  curriculum  for  a  phar- 
macy degree  is  not  so  formidable  a  pro- 
position as  it  may  sound.  Therapeutics  is 
so  closely  related  to  pharmacology  that  the 
two  subjects  may  be  regarded  as  one  for 
purposes  of  study;  the  course  would  no 
doubt  be  selective;  and  it  is  intended  to 
lighten  the  curriculum  in  some  other  part 
or  parts.  When  the  proposal  is  noticed  in 
certain  quarters,  there  may  be  shrieks 
about  counter  prescribing ;  but  Professor 
Berry's  boldness  is  justifiable,  and  all  of  us 
can  afford  to  hear  such  outcries  with 
equanimity.  Surely  it  is  time  that  reference 
to  pharmacy  as  the  handmaid  of  medicine 
was  dropped.  Let  us  call  it,  tor  a  change, 
the  foster-mother  of  medicine.  With  the 
help  of  anthropology  a  case  for  that  rela- 
tion can  easily  be  put  up.  As  we  know,  the 
physician,  deriving  from  the  magician  (the 
medicine  man),  took  over  much  of  his 
authority  and  for  centuries  lorded  it  over 
the  compounder  of  remedies — witness  many 
quaint  illustrations  in  your  Annual  Special 
Issues.  That  attitude  was  formalised  in 
the  famous  nineteenth  rule  of  William 
Bullein  in  1562  :  "  That  he  "the  apothecary] 
doe  remember  his  office  is  onely  to  be  the 
Physicians  Coke."  XrQVSer 
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Committed  for  Trial. — At  Lewes  Assizes, 
on  May  25,  Mrs.  K.  N.  Griffin,  Worthing, ' 
was  committed  for  trial  on  charges  of 
attempted  suicide  by  injecting  morphine, 
and  with  administering  morphine  to  her 
ten-months '-old  child  with  intent  to  murder 
him.  An  occupant  of  a  neighbouring  flat 
stated  that  she  had  heard  Mrs.  Griffin  say 
she  had  given  the  baby  three  grains  of 
morphine  and  had  taken  six  herself. 

War-time  Galenicals. — At  Birkenhead 
magistrates'  court,  on  May  30,  Denis 
McDermott,  M.P.S.,  Old  Chester  Road, 
Birkenhead,  was  summoned  for  selling 
deficient  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  and  tincture 
of  gentian.  Douglas  Harvey  (manager  of 
the  shop)  said  that  had  he  placed  "War 
Formula"  on  the  label  it  would  have  been 
all  right,  as,  owing  to  restrictions,  chemists 
were  not  permitted  to  use  spirits.  An 
assistant  said  she  told  the  inspector  who 
made  the  purchase  that  the  preparations 
were  substitutes.  A  fine  of  10s.  was  im- 
posed on  each  of  two  summonses,  with

Probation  Act  Applied. — In  a  case  heard 
recently  at  Rathkeale,  co.  Limerick,  Eire, 
in  which  the  Central  Pharmacy,  Main 
Street,  were  prosecuted  for  selling  hydrogen 
peroxide  alleged  to  be  not  up  to  standard, 
manufactured  by  the  Nyal  Co.,  Ltd., 
Dublin,  the  district  justice  said  the  Nyal 
Co.  was  a  very  reputable  firm,  and  had  taken 
all  precautions  to  see  that  there  was  not  a 
recurrence  of  the  deficiency ;  they  had  with- 
drawn all  the  particular  lot  of  peroxide 
from  the  market.  He  would  apply  the 
Probation  Act  on  an  undertaking  to  pay 
^3  3s.  costs  and  24s.  expenses.  The  certifi- 
cate of  the  analyst  showed  that  the  sample 
contained  hydrogen  peroxide,  o-66  per 
cent. ;  water  98-34  per  cent.  The  hydrogen 
peroxide  was  thus  33  per  cent,  below  the 
minimum  allowable  under  the  standard  of 
the  Pharmacopoeia.  The  company  claimed 
that  the  peroxide  had  been  sent  out  by  the 
firm  10  per  cent,  above  required  standard, 
and  that  the  stoppers  could  have  become 
loosened  in  transit.  The  company  had  been 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  peroxide  for 
the  past  fourteen  years,  and  this  was  the 
first  time  there  had  ever  been  a  complaint. 

Offences  by  Herbalist. — At  Lancaster,  on 
June  1,  J.  McGregor,  described  as  a  herbal- 
ist, 10  Gage  Street,  Lancaster,  was  fined 
^10  for  advertising  an  article  in  terms 
calculated  to  lead  to  its  use  for  procuring

The  coroner  said  that  Di 
Belt  was  an  extremely  skilled  pathologist 
and  his  death  in  such  circumstances  wa 
a  loss  to  the  medical  profession. 

Lysol    Mistaken    for    Whisky. — At  a 
inquest  at  the  County  Hospital,  Monaghan 
Eire,  recently,  a  coroner's  jury  returned 
verdict  that  Robert  J.  Kelly,  Tullykenny 
Smithboro,  died  from  paralysis  of  the  hear 
and  respiratory  organs  as  the  result  0 
drinking  lysol.

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SOUTH  AFRICAN  PHARMACISTS'  1945  CONFERENCE 


Many  resolutions  were  discussed  at  the 
twenty-second  annual  conference  of  the 
Associated  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of 
South  Africa,  held  at  East  London  on  March 
12  to  15.  Unanimous  support  was  forth- 
coming for  a  motion  put  by  the  Natal 
Society,  urging  that  remuneration  of  chem- 
ists in  Government  or  provincial  employ 
should  reach  at  least  the  minimum  to  which 
the  Government  expected  other  employers 
to  conform. 

Future  of  Import  Controls 

The  question  of  controls  of  imports  of 
drugs  and  similar  commodities  was  raised 
on  a  motion  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Pietermaritzburg  and  North  Natal.  A 
statement  was  made  to  the  Conference 
by  the  Controller  of  Medical  and  Photo- 
graphic Requisites,  who  reminded  the 
meeting  that,  owing  to  the  operation  of 
the  Control  and  the  exceptional  co-operation 
received  from  pharmacists,  there  had  been 
no  "black  market"  in  South  Africa  in 
pharmaceutical  requisites.  The  Controller 
promised  to  endeavour  to  ease  the  anoma- 
lies mentioned  at  the  Conference,  and  said 
it  was  the  intention  of  the  Government  to 
relax  controls  so  soon  as  conditions  per- 
mitted. The  Conference  then  unanimously 
adopted  a  motion  of  thanks  to  the  Con- 
troller, and  the  original  resolution  was 
negatived.  The  Conference  also  decided, 
by  a  majority  vote,  to  urge  the  executive 
to  consider  reopening  the  Patent  Medi- 
cines and  Appliances  Bill  with  a  view  to  its 
being  presented  to  Parliament. 
■  A  resolution  to  change  the  name  of  the 
organisation  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  South  Africa,  and  to  amend  its  constitu- 
tion in  certain  particulars,  was  discussed 
by  delegates  from  the  constituent  societies 
"in  a  spirit  of  reasonableness  and  com- 
promise." Contentious  matters,  such  as 
autonomy  and  the  rights  of  branches, 
election  and  composition  of  the  executive, 
disciplinary  powers,  and  annual  subscrip- 
tions, were  negotiated  through  subcom- 
mittees elected  as  and  when  points  *  of 
difficulty  arose,  and  in  each  instance  the 
subcommittees  were  successful  in  arriving 
at  a  common  basis  of  agreement  acceptable 
to  the  Conference. 

A  resolution  designed  to  restrict  the 
embossing  of  manufactured  tablets  to  trade 
marks  was  carried  with  a  recommendation 
that  the  executive  should  submit  the  matter 
to  the  South  African  Pharmacy  Board  to 
bring  to  the  attention  of  the  South  African 


Medical  Council.  It  was  further  de 
to  take  the  opinion  of  chemists  in 
Africa  on  the  desirability  of  introduc 
decimal  system  of  currency,  weights 
measures.

Nothing  But  the  Best 

Mr.  Wilson,  referring  to  the  president's 
contention  that  there  should  be  a  highly 
qualified  pharmacist  in  charge  of  health- 
centre  dispensaries,  foresaw  a  little  diffi- 
culty. If  free  choice  of  chemist  were  insisted 
upon,  the  Government  might  be  faced  with 
employing  a  highly  qualified  pharmacist , 
only  to  find  there  were  no  prescriptions  to 
dispense.  He  was  glad  to  note  the  presi- 
dent's insistence  on  qualification  being 
kept  in  the  forefront.  The  late  Mr.  Ruther- 
ford Hill  had  advised  that  if  chemists  gave 
any  service  it  had  to  be  the  best,  and  that 
if  they  were  unsatisfied  with  the  remunera- 
tion they  should  .not  enter  into  the  service 
at  all. 

The  Resident  Secretarv  said  that,  if 
the  health  centres  were  to  be  used  as  little 
hospitals,  what  would  be  the  use  of  the 
existing  hospitals  ?  He  expressed  approval 
that  health  centres  in  Scotland  were  to  be 
run  by  the  Department  of  Health  under 
the  Secretary  of  State. 

Adequate  Representation 

Mr.  Meldrum  said  that  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee was  insistent  that,  on  the  Central 
Health  Services  Council,  which  would  be 
purely  professional,  pharmacists  should 
have  adequate  representation.  He  agreed 
that  they  should  tell  the  Government  now 
that  there  was  only  one  type  of  service 
which  they  would  give  and  that  was  the 
best.  He  hoped  pharmacists  in  England 
and  Scotland  would  stand  together  on  this 
point.  They  had  pressed  for  any  pharma- 
ceutical contract  undertaken  to  be  a  central 
contract,  i.e.  any  contract  would  be  with 
some  body  having  direct  access  to  the 
Ministry.  He  was  of  opinion  that  they 
should  take  no  exception  to  health  centres ; 
that  they  should  in  fact  welcome  them. 
There  was  room  for  pharmaceutical  service 
in  the  health  centre,  but  it  should  only  be 
given  to  patients  attending  the  centre.  Any 
sort  of  domiciliary  treatment  would  have 
to  be  given  by  prescription. 
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A  REVIEW  OF  THE  SEVENTH  ADDENDUM 


by  George  H.  M 
Abstract  of  a  Paper  read  at  an 

The  Seventh  Addendum  to  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  which  became  official  on 
February,  i,  consists  partly  of  amendments 
to  existing  monographs  and  partly  of  new 
monographs.  The  additions  are  a  recog- 
nition of  the  increasing  use  of  new  sub- 
stances in  medicine,  and  the  necessity  of 
laying  down  standards  of  quality  for  them. 
The  outstanding  features  are  : — 

1.  Revision  of  the  monographs  on 
ointments  in  view  of  the  unsatisfactory 
nature  of  some  of  those  introduced  into 
the  Sixth  Addendum. 

2.  Inclusion  of  monographs  on  the  sul- 
phonamide  group  of  drugs,  in  addition  to 
sulphanilamide  (in  Fourth  Addendum). 

3.  Inclusion  of  a  general  monograph 
on  tablets,  with  individual  monographs 
on  thirty-five  tablets. 

There  is  also  a  change  of  policy  governing 
drugs  included  in  the  Addendum,  as  a 
result  of  which  certain  drugs  whose  manu- 
facture is  protected  by  letters  patent  are 
given  official  status. 

Amendments  to  Monographs 

Aneurine  Hydrochloride. — The  substance 
was  introduced  into  the  Third  Addendum, 
but  the  monograph  has  been  completely 
rewritten.  A  fluorimetric  assay  has  been 
introduced,  in  which  fluorescence  produced 
by  the  action  of  potassium  ferricyanide 
under  standard  conditions  is  compared 
with  fluorescence  produced  under  the  same 
conditions  using  a  standard  preparation. 

Belladonna  and  Preparations. — Bella- 
donna Leaf  becomes  Belladonna  Herb,  and 
consists  of  the  "leaves,  or  leaves  and  other 
aerial  parts."

Indian  Belladonna  must  come  up  to  the 
same  standard  of  total  alkaloid  as  the 
European,  i.e.  not  less  than  0-3  per  cent, 
for  herb  and  0-4  per  cent,  for  root.  Bella- 
donna Pulverata  is  now  prepared  from  the 
herb,  and  there  is  now  a  Liquid  Extract  of 
Belladonna  Herb  which  may  be  supplied 
when  "Ext.  Bellad.  Liq."  (prepared  from 
the  root)  is  ordered.  Both  preparations 
contain  the  same  amount  of  total  alkaloid 
(°'75  Per  cent.  w/v).

— Poorly  absorbed,  and 
therefore  mainly  retained  in  the  bowel. 

Anti-coagulant  Solutions 

The  Addendum  includes  two  new  sterile 
solutions  used  to  prevent  clotting  of  blood 
when  withdrawn  for  transfusion  purposes. 
They  are  Anti-coagulant  Solution  of  Sodium 
Citrate,  which  contains  2-5  per  cent,  w/v 
sodium  citrate  and  0-9  per  cent,  w/v  sodium 
chloride,  and  Solution  of  Sodium  Citrate 
with  Dextrose.  In  preparing  the  latter, 
two  separate  solutions  are  prepared  and 
sterilised :  (a)  3  per  cent,  w/v  sodium 
citrate;  (b)  15  w/v  dextrose,  twenty 
volumes  of  the  dextrose  solution  are  mixed, 
using  aseptic  precautions,  with  100  volumes 
of  the  sodium  citrate  solution. 

Tablets 

A  monograph  defines  tablets  as  "solid 
discs  prepared  by  compressing  or  moulding 
a  drug,  or  mixture  of  drugs."  It  describes 
briefly  the  methods  of  manufacture.  For 
compressed  tablets  there  are  three  general 
processes,  all  concerned  with  production  of 
the  drug  in  the  form  of  granules. 

Moist  granulation. — The  drug  in  fine 
powder  is,  if  necessary,  first  mixed  with  a 
diluent,  absorbent,  or  adhesive  such  as 
lactose,  sucrose,  dextrose,  starch,  acacia 
or  sodium  chloride.  The  material  is  damped 
with  a  moistening  or  granulating  agent, 
such  as  water,  alcohol  (of  suitable  strength), 
isopropyl  alcohol,  mucilage  of  acacia, 
simple  syrup,  solution  of  glucose  or  gelatin, 
or  ethereal  solution  of  theobroma,  01 
mixtures  of  some  of  these.  The  moistened 
material  is  pressed  through  a  sieve  to  form 
granules,  which  are  then  dried  at  a  tem- 
perature of  not  more  than  6o°. 

Dry  Granulation. — Certain  substances, 
e.g.  aspirin,  need  only  to  be  passed  through 
a  sieve  before  drying  and  compressing. 

Granulation  by  Preliminary  Compression. 
— The  drug  is  first  compressed  into  larue 
tablets,  which  are  broken  up  into  granules 
of  suitable  size  and  passed  through  a  sieve. 
None  of  the  tablets  so  far  included  in  the 
Addendum  is  recommended  to  be  made 
by  this  method.

A  South  African 
Pharmaceutical  Society 

Constituent  bodies  of  the  Associated 
Pharmaceutical  Societies  of  South  Africa 
took  an  important  step,  involving  some 
sacrifice  of  "  sovereignty,"  in  voting,  at  their 
annual  conference  in  March  this  year  (see 
p.  582),  that  the  name  of  the  body  should 
be  changed  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  South  Africa,  and  that  amendments 
should  be  made  in  its  constitution.  The 
Associated  Pharmaceutical  Societies  had 
been  composed  of  pharmaceutical  societies 
of  Cape  Province,  the  Eastern  Districts, 
Natal,  the  Orange  Free  State,  Pietermaritz- 
burg  and  Northern  Natal,  Port  Elizabeth 
and  District,  Pretoria,  and  the  Transvaal, 
with  representation  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Relations  Committee  of  the  South  African 
Pharmacy  Board — in  all  nine  constituent 
bodies  whose  identity  has  been  asserted  in 
the  title  but  will  now,  to  some  extent,  be 
sunk  in  the  new  body  as  an  outcome  of  the 
Conference.  It  is  refreshing  and  encouraging 
to  note  that  the  negotiations  were  carried 
on  "in  a  spirit  of  reasonableness  and 
compromise";  that,  when  any  matter 
which  threatened  to  be  contentious  arose, 
it  was  referred  to  a  subcommittee  set  up 
for  the  purpose;  and  that  all  the  sub- 
committees succeeded  in  arriving  at  a 
common  basis  of  agreement  in  which  the 
Conference  as  a  whole  readily  concurred. 
The  constitution  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  South  Africa,  as  amended  by  the 
Conference,  is  being  submitted  to  the 
constituent  societies  with  a  request  that  it 
should  be  ratified  with  the  least  possible 
delay,  and  it  appears  that  a  positive  vote 
of  five  societies  will  have  the  result  of 
making  the  constitution  binding  on  all  the 
constituent  organisations. 

Pharmacists  in  this  country,  who  have 
long  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  a  single 
society    for    all    persons    possessing  the 
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pharmaceutical  qualification,  will  join  us  in 
congratulating  colleagues  in  South  African 
pharmacy  on  achieving  this  full  degree  of 
unity,  and  will  wish  them  a  fruitful 
development  and  expansion  in  the  years 
to  come.  Members  of  the  craft  in  South 
Africa  are  evidently  well  aware  both  of  the 
dangers  and  of  the  opportunities  that  lie 
ahead,  as  is  shown  in  other  resolutions 
carried  at  the  Conference,  important  among 
which  is  the  decision  to  set  up  a  Chemists' 
Friends  scheme  on  the  lines  of  that  in 
operation  in  this  country. 

Q.  and  A.  on  Penicillin 

Q.  In  a  recent  report  of  a  discussion  on 
penicillin  (C.  &>  D.,  May  5,  p.  455)  it 
was  agreed  that  control  in  some  form 
should  be  exercised  over  the  retail  sale 
of  this  substance.  Why  is  control 
necessary  ? 

A .  Penicillin  is  an  entirely  new  type  of 
product.  It  is  expensive  to  manufacture, 
and  requires  precise  conditions  of  stor- 
age and  careful  handling  to  ensure 
stability. 

Q.  Is  penicillin  already  controlled? 
A .  So  far  as  manufacture  for  sale  is  con- 
cerned, by  the  Therapeutic  Substances 
Amendment  (No.  2)  Regulation,  1944. 
Is  it  possible  to  control  the  retail  sale- 
of  penicillin  by  means  of  an  amendment 
to  the  Therapeutic  Substances  Act  ? 
The  Therapeutic  Substances  Act  is  con- 
cerned with  ensuring  that  the  manu- 
facture of  certain  substances  is  rigidly 
controlled.  It  is  unlikely  that  this  Act 
would  be  amended  to  control  retail  sales. 
The  Act  and  Regulations,  however, 
would  apply  when  the  product  is  sold 
by  retail  (e.g.  labelling  and  dating 
requirements). 

Could  the  sale  of  penicillin  be  covered 
by  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act? 
Penicillin  is  not  a  poison ;  on  the 
contrary  its  virtue  lies  in  the  fact  that 
while  lethal  to  certain  bacteria  it  is 
harmless  to  the  human  organism. 
No  difficulty  has  arisen  over  the  dis- 
tribution of  other  biological  products. 
Why  should  penicillin  present  any 
special  problems? 


A .  Because  penicillin,  unlike  the  pre 
mentioned  in  the  question,  is  ca 
of   widespread   use   and  conseqi 
widespread  abuse  unless  the  distrir. 
.    is  controlled. 

Q.  Is  the  distribution  of  penicillin 
trolled  in  other  countries?. 

A .  Several  recent  developments  he 
bearing  on  this  question.

istribution  of  penicillin  and  penicillin

ave  neither  the  facilities  nor  experience 
"  perform  this  function.  Business  in 
enicillin  preparations  of  a  cosmetic 
haracter  is  likely  to  follow  the  usual 
osmetic  trade  channels.  If  a  control 
rder  is  made  it  will  probably  be  con- 
erned  with  ensuring  the  purity  of  the 
roducts  rather  than  with  an  attempt 
o  fix  means  of  distribution.  As  peni- 
illin,  however,  is  a  drug,  supervision 
»ver  its  purity  might  well  be  ensured 
>y  the  operation  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Vet,  irrespective  of  the  form  in  which 
t  is  presented. 


As  in  other  parts  of  the  British  Empire,  the 
war  brought  sharp  restrictions  to  Palestine 
manufacturers  of  cosmetics  and  proprietary 
toilet  preparations  during  a  period  of  nearly 
two-and-a-half  years.  However,  on  May  24 
this  year,  the  official  control  was  revocated, 
and  articles  such  as  antiseptic  alum  blocks, 
brilliantine  (liquid  or  solid)  creams  (cold 
and  vanishing),  dentifrices,  depilatories, 
eau  de  Cologne,  hair  dyes,  hair  fixatives, 
lipsticks,  powders  and  compacts,  rouges, 
soapless  shampoos,  and  suntan  oils,  are 
now  freed  from  all  restrictions,  such  as 
release  permits  or  returns,  except  for 
import  and  export  licences. 

This  means  much  to  a  steadily  growing 
local  industry  producing  these  commodi- 
ties, which  was  hampered  throughout  the 
period  of  control,  since  all  products  had 
to  conform  to  standard  recipes  issued  by 
the  Palestinian  Controller  of  Light  Indus- 
tries. A  considerable  demand  for  raw 
materials  can  be  expected  after  destandard- 
isation,  and  this  will  provide  good  oppor- 
tunities to  British  manufacturers  in  a 
position  to  supply  basic  materials  .  and 
modern  packages.  A  notable  increase  in 
the  demand  for  suitable  containers  can  be 
anticipated,  as  Palestine  manufacturers  are 
doing  their  best  to  keep  both  the  quality 
and  the  make-up  of  their  products  modern 
and  on  a  high  standard.

SUMMARY  OF  COUNCIL'S  1944  REPORT 


The  following  points  are  taken  from  the 
report  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  for  the  year  1944, 
presented  at  the  annual  meeting  on  May  16  : 

The  number  of  persons  registered  during  the 
year  as  apprentices  or  students  was  492,  an 
increase  of  forty.  Names  on  the  registers 
totalled  25,285,  an  increase  of  sixty-one.  Of 
these,  1,708  were  pharmaceutical  chemists,  an 
increase  of  twenty-nine.  Persons  acting  as 
superintendents  of  companies,  firms  or  partner- 
ships numbered  2,108,  an  increase  of  twenty- 
eight.  Premises  totalled  17,485,  a  decrease  of 
873;  4,471  pharmacists  serving  in  the  Forces 
applied  for  exemption- from  payment  of  reten- 
tion fees,  an  increase  of  574.  There  were  762 
entries,  including  re-entries,  for  the  whole  or 
part  of  the  Intermediate  examination;  322 
passed.  The  corresponding  figures  for  the 
Chemist  and  Druggist  Qualifying  examination 
were  725  and  335.  There  were  eighty-six  entries 
for  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  Qualifying 
examination,  fifty-two  candidates  passing. 

The  Society's  inspectors  inspected  7,581 
pharmacies  during  the  year;  4,833  drug-stores 
and  other  shops  were  visited.  The  premises  of 
1,211  listed  sellers  were  inspected  on  behalf  of 
fifteen  local  authorities.  One  hundred  and 
twenty-one  reported  breaches  of  the  Pharmacy 
Acts  were  considered,  and  proceedings  were 
instituted  in  forty  cases. 

Proprietary  Medicines 

The  Council  proposed  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  that  a  department  of  the  Ministry 
should  be  established  to  supervise  the  adver- 
tising of  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical 
appliances.  The  increasing  use  of  sulphonamides 
and  similar  drugs  led  the  Council  to  make 
further  representations  to  the  Poisons  Board  to 
secure  the  exemption  of  sulphonamide  oint- 
ments and  similar  preparations  from  the  Fourth 
Schedule  restrictions.  Approximately  2,400 
newspapers,  periodicals,  etc.,  were  examined 
during  the  year.  In  many  instances  the  Society 
secured  amendment  of  the  copy  used.  An  appeal 
had  been  lodged  in  one  case  in  which  a  decision 
was  given  against  the  Society. 

During  the  year  the  Allen  &  Hanburys  re- 
search fellowship  was  founded  by  Allen  &  Han- 
burys, Ltd.,  for  the  promotion  of  pharmaco- 
logical research.  The  Umney  Memorial  prize, 
value  £25,  was  founded  by  Wright  Layman  & 
Umney,  Ltd.,  for  award  annually  as  the  result 
of  a  competition,  conducted  by  the  Society,  in 
practical  pharmaceutics  between  newly-quali- 
fied pharmacists. 

Draft  new  syllabuses  in  biology  and  physi- 
ology were  approved.  Changes  in  the  method 
of  conducting  the  physics  examination  were 
also  decided  upon. 

Policy  in  regard  to  re-establishment  of  stu- 
dents and  pharmacists  demobilised  from  H.M. 
Forces  was  laid  down,  and  it  was  decided  to 
organise  refresher  courses  of  one  month's  dura- 
tion, a  syllabus  being  drawn  up  for  the  purpose. 
An  arrangement  was  made  with  the  Ministry  of 


Education  for  consultation  between  the  U 
bodies  on  applications  from  pharmacy  studen: 
and  pharmacists.  Decision  was  deferred  ( 
recognition  of  the  Services  Preliminary  exai 
ination  as  an  entrance  examination  for  d 
mobilised  members  of  H.M.  Forces  who  mig 
desire  to  take  up  pharmacy  as  a  career.  T 
Conjoint  Examining  Board  decided  to  accej 
the  Society's  Intermediate  examination  in  t 
ology  as  satisfying  the  requirements  for  tlj 
Pre-medical  examination. 

Scholarships  to  Chinese  Pharmacists 

On  the  suggestion  and  with  the  co-operatic 
of  Mr.  A,  H.  Bentley,  Ph.C,  who  had  recent: 
returned  to  this  country  from  China,  the  Counc 
drew  up  a  scheme  for  the  granting  of  schola 
ships  to  newly-qualified  Chinese  pharmacists 
enable  them  to  come  to  this  country  to  stu 
for  the  Bachelor  of  Pharmacy  degree  of  t 
University  of  London,  and  subsequently  retur 
to  China  to  act  as  teachers.  Seven  students  ai 
expected  to  arrive  for  the  1945-46  session,  an 
the  Chinese  Government  is  participating  i 
the  scheme.  The  Council  records  its  cordi 
appreciation  of  the  generosity  of  the  firms  w1 
have  made  this  scheme  possible. 

The  title  of  University  Professor  has  bee 
conferred  upon  two  members  of  the  College  sta 
Students  for  the  qualifying  examinations  dr 
Bachelor  of  Pharmacy  degree  enrolled  in  th 
College  for  1944-45  session  numbered  forty-nin' 
Two  post-graduate  students  were  awarded  th 
Ph.D.  degree  of  the  University  of  London.  Th 
holding  of  the  course  for  the  diploma  in  bio 
chemical  analysis  was  resumed.  Work  is  con 
tinuing  on  the  formulation  of  disinfectants  ant 
on  chemotherapeutic  studies.  In  the  depart 
ment  of  pharmaceutical  chemistry,  researclj 
topics  under  investigation  included  the  resor 
cinols ;  chemotherapeutic  studies  in  the  di 
hydric  phenol  series  and  related  compounds 
the  synthesis  of  carotenoids ;  acridine  deriva 
tives ;  the  quinacridines ;  and  the  acrylates 
Work  on  the  active -principle  content  in  various 
strains  of  digitalis  is  proceeding  in  conjunctioi 
with  the  John  Innes  Horticultural  Institution 
For  the  first  time  there  was  no  demand  for  1 
biological  «ssay  of  squill,  owing  to  the  shortage 
arising  from  war  conditions.  In  the  department 
of  nutrition,  work  was  done  upon  the  vitamin- 
content  of  national  flour  and  bread,  the  deter- 
mination of  riboflavine  by  the  rat  growth  metho 
for  comparison  with  microbiological  and  chem- 
ical methods,  the  human  and  rat  requirement, 
of  vitaniin  A,  the  survival  of  vitamin  D  after 
admixture  with  various  food  substances,  and 
the  stability  of  vitamin  D  in  cod-liver  oil  emul 
sions. 

Eight  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight  books  were  circulated  by  the  library  in 
London  against  7,607  in  1943,  and  2,321  by  the 
library  in  Edinburgh  against  1,950  in  1943- 
Numerous  publications  came  to  hand  which  had 
been  out  of  print  since  1940.  Miss  Agnes 
Lothian,  Ph.C,  the  librarian,  has  been  elected 
an  Associate  of  the  Library  Association. 
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The  income  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  for 
neral  purposes  was  £9,235-  Expenditure  on 
sual  grants  for  ioo  persons  was  £3,172, 
ainst  £2,900  for  104  in  1943,  and  the  ex- 
nditure  on  annuities,  £2,470.  Five  new  an- 
itants  were  elected,  making  the  total  sixty- 
ven.  Income  from  Hills  Orphan  Fund  invest- 
snts  was  £213. 

Contributions  to  the  War  Aid  Fund  amounted 
£5,304,  making  a  total  of  £34,161  ;  and  dis- 
rsements  amounted  to  £1,077,  making  a  total 
£3,988  since  the  Fund  was  instituted  in  1940.

The  Branch  Representatives'  meeting  held  in

The  draft  revised 
atement  on  Matters  of  Professional  Conduct, 
which  the  views  of  the  Branch  Representa- 
es'  meeting  had  been  obtained  in  the  pre- 
us  year,  was  approved  in  its  final  form  and 
blished.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  reports  of 
tinued  advertising  of  dispensing  services, 
trary  to  the  Statement,  were  under  con- 
eration  by  the  Council. 

The  Council  considered  propaganda  on  behalf 
candidates  for  election  to  the  Council,  and 
cided  that  activity  of  this  kind,  as  hitherto 
rried  on,  was  not  in  keeping  with  the  position 
the  Society.  Approval  in  principle  was  given 
certain  conditions  to  which  candidates  should 
asked  to  conform.  A  special  meeting  was 
uisitioned  by  thirty  members  to  discuss 
ering  the  arrangements  for  the  annual  meet- 
\  The  motion  was  passed  by  a  majority, 
e  Council  took  note  of  the  resolution,  but 
en  the  year  ended  had  not  decided  its 
licy. 

During  the  year  nearly -5,000  claims  for  the 
ferment  of  calling-up  of  pharmacists  engaged 
retail,  hospital  or  wholesale  pharmacy  were 
nsidered  by  the  Central  Pharmaceutical  War 
inmittee.  By  the  end  of  the  year  it  had 
come  clear  that  no  further  men  could  be 
ared  from  civilian  pharmacy  without  grave 
ks.  A  review  of  staffs  employed  in  phar- 
acies  in  England  and  Wales,  begun  in  1943, 
s  completed.  Out  of  some  12,000  establish- 
ents  there  were  only  forty-three  pharmacists 
id  thirty-two  dispensers  who  appeared  avail- 
)le  for  transfer  to  posts  of  greater  pharma- 
utical  importance.  The  Committee  considered 
325  special  applications,  mainly  for  approval 
proposed  changes  of  employment  of  phar- 
acists  and  dispensers,  and  placed  712  women 
larmacists,  dispensers  or  drug  hands  in  em- 
oyment.  Proposals  submitted  to  the  Govern- 
ent  for  procedure  in  demobilising  pharmacists 
id  dispensers  from  H.M.  Forces  were  approved 
»'  the  Government  and  published. 
Arrangements  were  completed  with  the  War 
ffice  to  enable  pharmacists  to  be  seconded  to 
ie  civilian  pharmaceutical  service  from  the 


R.A.M.C.  in  the  event  of  an  epidemic.  Phar- 
macists and  dispensers  were  supplied  for  civilian 
relief  work  overseas.  Certain  newly-qualified 
pharmaceutical  chemists  and  university  grad- 
uates in  pharmacy  were  placed  in  civilian  posts 
for  work  in  the  making  of  penicillin.  Conditions 
were  agreed  with  the  authorities  for  pharma- 
cists who  had  been  medically  down-graded 
since  their  entry  into  H.M.  Forces  to  be  re- 
leased for  work  of  importance  in  the  civilian 
pharmaceutical  service. 

The  Joint  Committee  on  a  National  Phar- 
maceutical Service  prepared  a  report  entitled 
"Outline  of  Views  upon  the  Administrative 
Structure  Proposed  in  the  White  Paper  on 
the  Health  Services."  The  report  was  later 
approved  by  the  Branch  Representatives' 
meeting. 

The  income  of  the  Society  from  all  sources 
was  £120,670,  an  increase  of  £12,151,  and  the 
expenditure  £102,917,  an  increase  of  £10,739. 
The  amount  received  from  members'  registra- 
tion and  retention  fees  was  less  by  £653,  but  an 
invitation  to  members  to  make  a  voluntary 
payment  to  cover  loss  from  abatement  of  reten- 
tion fees  of  members  in  the  Forces  evoked  a  re- 
sponse to  the  extent  of  £4,516.  Premises  fees, 
including  fees  from  sets  of  premises,  amounted 
to  £364  less;  examination  fees,  £219  less;  and 
registration  fees  as  apprentice  or  student,  £166 
more.  School  of  pharmacy  expenditure  was 
£2,058  more.  The  expenditure  on  the  pharmaco- 
logical laboratories  was  £276  more  and  income 
£74  less.  Taking  the  College. as  a  whole  the  cost 
was  £1,647  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 
Law  Department  expenditure  was'  £336  less, 
and  income  from  sales  of  the  Register,  penalties, 
fees  and  inspections,  £686  more.  Other  reduc- 
•  tions  in  expenditure  were  :  headquarters  main- 
tenance, £932;  emergency  headquarters,  £124; 
and  payments  to  staff  on  national  service,  £53. 
Increases  in  expenditure  were :  Examinations, 
£410;  educational  expenses,  £72  ;  organisation, 
£333  ;  North  British  office,  £148  ;  and  general 
administration  expenses,  £1,740.  An  additional 
£197  was  spent  on  general  journalistic  work. 
The  net  cost  of  the  "Pharmaceutical  Journal" 
was  £4,116,  £435  below  the  previous  year's 
figure. 

Premises 

Restrictions  prevented  further  development 
of  the  new  headquarters  during  the  year, -total 
expenditure  on  the  building  to  date  being 
£147,372.  Interest  paid  on  the  loan  was  £83 
less,  and  compensation  received  in  respect  of 
the  requisitioning  of  the  building,  together  with 
the  interest  earned  on  the  unspent  portion  of 
the  loan,  offset  all  but  £148  of  the  interest  pay- 
ment, which  amount  represents  the  net  cost  of 
the  loan  in  1944.  The  income  of  the  Premises 
Fund  for  the  new  building  was  £1,332.  Con- 
tributions to  the  new  Parliamentary  Fund 
amounted  to  £473.  The  market  value  of  the 
stocks  on  December  31,  1944,  exceeded  the 
book  value  in  every  fund,  the  total  excess 
amounting  to  £3,397.  The  general  surplus  for 
the  year  was  £6,169.

Iiss  Islip,  speaking  on  the  prospects  of 
tnen    in    pharmacy,    said    there  were 
nings  for  them  in  many  fields. 
Ir.  Maplethorpe  wanted  to  see  a  high 


standard  of  pharmaceutical  education 
coupled  with  adequate  facilities  for  pharma- 
ceutical research.  The  thought  of  pharma- 
cists working  until  7  p.m.  every  night 
appalled  him,  and  he  did  not  see  the  need 
for  a  week  of  more  than  forty-four  hours  in 
any  branch  of  pharmacy. 

In  reply  to  students'  questions,  Mr. 
Wells  said  that  he  had  dispensed  nearly 
half  a  million  prescriptions  since  the  N.H.I, 
came  into  being,  and  had  never  refused  one 
for  lack  of  equipment,  and  if  autoclaves, 
refrigerators,  etc.,  were  really  required  he 
was  confident  that  the  pharmacists  would 
provide  them.  The  J.I.C.  scale  of  salaries 
was  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  but 
employees  had  made  a  mistake  in  not  being 
organised  in  one  single  organisation,  prefer- 
ably pharmaceutical. 

Miss  Islip  did  not  think  that  a  night 
service  was  necessary  in  most  hospitals.  On 
the.  suggestion  that  the  out-patient  should 
take  his  prescription  to  a  retail  pharmacist, 
she  said  that  in  many  cases  the  prescriber 
ordered  drugs  which  the  hospital  stocked  for 
its  in-patients,  and  which  were  not  normally 
kept  by  retail  pharmacists. 

Mr.  Maplethorpe  criticised  the  arrange- 
ments for  recruiting  pharmacists  for 
National  Service  that  had  existed  during 
the  war,,  and  thought  that  the  Central 
Pharmaceutical  War  Committee  should 
have  dealt  with  retail  pharmacists  and  the 
Central  Register  with  those  engaged  in 
industry. 

Business  Session 

At  the  business  session  of  the  conference 
the  Chairman  reported  contacts  with  most 
parts  of  the  Empire  and  with  America,  and 
said  125  apprentices  had  joined  the  Associ- 
ation since  February.

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WEST  LONDON 
ANNUAL  MEETING 

At  the .  fifty-fifth  annual  meeting  of  the 
Western  Pharmacists'  Association  held  on 
May  30,  Mr.  F.  G.  Wells  (president  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society)  gave  an  address  on 
"The  Pharmacist's  Place  in  the  New  Health 
Service."  He  dealt  with  the  modifications  to 
the  scheme  outlined  made  by  the  British 
Medical  Association,  including  rejection  of 
salaried  service,  State  subsidy  of  all  hos- 
pitals without  interfering  with  the  existing 
voluntary  hospitals,  no  Government  or 
local  control  of  doctors,  and  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  amount  devoted  to  research. 
On  the  last  point  the  speaker  stressed  the 
strong  claim  pharmacy  had  to  be  included 
in  any  scheme  of  grants  for  research.  The 
present  Joint  Committee,  he  said,  had  been 
formed  for  the  purpose  of  devising  the 
general  structure  of  pharmacy's  place  in  the 
new  service,  and  for  this  was  fully  repre- 
sentative of  all  pharmacists.  When  the  full 
details  were  to  be  considered  some  recon- 
struction of  the  committee  might  take 
place.  The  claims  now  being  put  before  the 
Government  were  for  all  dispensing  to  be 
done  by  qualified  pharmacists  ;  all  clinics  to 
have  a  universal  "chit"  system;  pharma- 
cists to  be  in  charge  of  all  pharmaceutical 
work,  whether  done  at  health  centres 
or  in  group  practice  ;  and  all  patients,  includ- 
ing hospital  out-patients,  to  be  issued  with 
prescriptions  which  they  could  take  to  the 
pharmacy  of  their  choice.  For  later  dis- 
cussion they  were  concerned  with  the 
control  of  advertising  ;  dispensing  service  ; 
making  remuneration  sufficient  to  be  self- 
supporting  ;  securing  contracts  with  the 
pharmacist  as  well  as  the  proprietor;  and 
inspection  under  the  Ministry  of  Health  to 
be  carried  out  by  pharmacists. 

Discussion 

Lively  discussion  followed  Mr.  Wells's 
address ;  the  meeting  voted  in  favour  of  a 
comprehensive  formulary  rather  than  en- 
tirely individual  prescribing,  with  strong 
support  for  the  suggestion  that  Latin 
should  be  used.  Doubt  was  expressed  on 
the  need  for  a  twenty-four-hour  service, 
but  it  was  agreed  that,  if  necessary,  this 
should  be  provided  on  Continental  lines, 
with  adequate  comfort  for  the  special  night 
staff.  Unanimous  agreement  was  reached 
on  the  suggestion  that  the  present  deposit 
on  bottles  caused  more  irritation  than  any 
other  part  of  the  service,  and  it  was  con- 
sidered payment  for  bottles  should  be  on 
the  prescription.

than  that  of  maintenance  and  repair.  With 
this  work,  too,  improved  technique  and 
new  processes  and  equipment  have  brought 
about  radical  modifications  in  procedure. 
The  need  for  preheating  cast  and  malleable 
iron  before  welding  can  be  commenced  has 
been  eliminated.  Steel  items,  such  as  broken 
crankshafts,  are  reunited  by  the  hydrogen 
"field  "  method  which  secures  great  strength 
and  eliminates  surface  blemish.  After  the 
weld  area  is  ground  to  a  precision  finish 
with  a  tolerance  of  one-thousandth  part  of 
an  inch  or  closer,  it  is  impossible  to  tell, 
without  the  aid  of  a  microscope,  that  weld- 
ing has  been  done. 

Similarly,  there  is  no  more  rapid  or 
dependable  means  for  the  modification  of 
existing  machinery  or  the  production  of 
special  purpose  units.  Shop  fittings  and  all 
kinds  of  simple  metal  parts,  irrespective  of 
size  or  material,  can  be  restored  to  a  condi- 
tion that  is  equal  to  new  at  very  small  cost.

The  period  of  "suspended  animation" 
that  has  characterised  the  markets  during 
the  past  few  weeks  shows  little  sign  of 
change.  Business  continues  on  a  basis  of 
day-to-day  requirements,  so  far  as  available 
supplies  will  allow,  with  prices  of  practically 
all  articles  steady  and  unaltered.  Makers 
of  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  report  a 
fair  amount  of  business  at  a  steady  price 
level.  A  good  demand  is  noted  for  such 
items  as  Mandelic  acid  and  Salicylates. 
The  recent  advance  in  the  cost  of  certain 
basic  materials  (Benzol,  Toluol  and 
Xylene)  will  be  reflected  in  due  course  in 
the  prices  of  related  chemical  products. 

Conditions  in  the  Crude  Drugs  markets 
are  quiet  but  steady,  with  orders  mostly 
confined  to  smallish  quantities  wanted  for 
routine  requirements.  Prices  show  little 
change.  Cardamoms  varieties  are  exceed- 
ingly quiet,  with  stocks  of  split  seed  ex- 
hausted. Silver-grain  Cochineal  may  be 
obtained  on  spot,  parcels  having  recently 
arrived.  A  few  cases  of  Rhubarb  have 
fetched  good  prices,  but  nothing  further 
seems  available.  It  is  understood  that 
licences  have  been  issued  for  Senega,  and  a 
higher  price  appears  to  be  indicated.  Stocks 
of  Portuguese  Squill  are  exhausted. 

Little  materia]  is  available  outside  the 
scope  of  the  Control.  As  noted  last  week, 
the  price  of  Peppermint  from  the  United 
States  has  been  advanced.
